HISTORY. 


This  hardy  Privet  was  ’Drougdit  over  from  Poland  Russia  about 
twenty  years  ago,  with  a lot  of  other  trees  and  plants,  by  the  Iowa  State 
College  of  Agriculture,  with  a view  to  obtain  hardy  and  desirable  trees, 
fruits  and  plants  that  would  be  adapted  to  the  severe  climatic  conditions 
of  northern  Iowa.  These  were  planted  in  the  College  Experimental 
Grounds  and  the  two  original  plants  of  the  Polish  Privet  may  be  seen 
growing  in  a flourishing  condition,  having  never  been  injured  in  the  least 
from  the  winters.  The  exact  data  as  to  time  and  place  from  which  it 
was  obtained  may  be  had  of  Prof.  Hansen,  Director  of  the  State  Experi- 
ment Station  at  Brookings,  South  Dakota. 

We  obtained  some  stock  of  this  variety  about  twelve  years  ago  and 
have  had  it  under  observation,  with  a number  of  other  leading  kinds  for 
comparison,  being  impressed  with  its  superior  qualities  and  knowing  the 
need  of  a hardy  Privet  for  the  north  we  decided  to  introduce  it  to  the 
trade. 


DESCRIPTION. 

The  Polish  Privet  is  almost  identical  in  habit  of  growth  to  the  well 
known  California  Privet.  Very  free  upright  growth.  In  color  of  leaf, 
a dark  bluish  green,  which  characteristic  color  it  retains  throughout  the 
entire  season,  the  color  not  changing  in  the  least  at  the  approach  of  cold 
weather.  Almost  entirely  evergreen. 

Owing  to  its  vigorous  growth  it  makes  a very  dense  mass  when 
sheared,  an  ideal  plant  for  Topiary  designs,  and  a very  rich  looking  plant 
when  grown  singly  or  in  mass. 

BEHAVIOR. 

The  very  severe  weather  conditions  of  the  winter  of  1911-12  gave  us 
a practical  test  as  to  the  hardiness  of  the  various  kinds  of  Privet  on  the 
market.  The  Polish  Privet  came  through  the  winter  under  various  con- 
ditions and  in  different  sizes  without  the  slightest  injury,  which  cannot 
be  said  of  a single  other  kind  on  the  market. 

In  this  section  of  the  State,  both  kinds  of  the  Amurensis  were  severe- 
ly injured  and  in  some  instances  were  killed  down  to  the  ground.  The 
California  Privet  was  so  badly  injured  that  extensive  plantings  of  it  were 
taken  out. 


NOTE. 

All  northern  nurserymen  and  especially  landscape  men,  know  the 
great  need  of  a Privet  that  will  stand  the  winters,  even  as  far  south  as 
Central  Illinois  or  Iowa.  Before  this  there  has  not  been  a single  variety 
introduced  that  would  withstand  the  winters  this  far  north  without 
more  or  less  injury.  This  variety  is  now  being  tried  out  for  hardiness 
in  12  different  Horticultural  Experiment  Stations  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  is  being  taken  hold  ot  by  some  of  the  leading  growers  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Those  who  have  seen  it  growing  are  more 
than  pleased  with  it.
